And Johnson’s statement was 
reminiscent 
of those he has 
made on half a dozen public oc­ 
casions when he has jibed at 
Goldwater’s suggestion that the

On 
several 
occasions, 
the 
President has 
suggested that 
Goldwater’s proposed response 
to the water cutoff was most un­ 
suitable to the threat.

Some people believe in salva­ 
tion by works. Other people be­ 
lieve in salvation by P u b l i c 
Works. There is a vital distinc­ 
tion here, for the practice of 
salvation by Public Works f r e ­ 
q u e n t l y excuses individuals 
from saving themselves by their 
own efforts. 
To say this in the era of t h e 
Welfare State is enough to get 
one branded as an extremist, of 
course. So let me hasten to add 
that some public 
works 
a r e 
more j u s t i f i e d than others. 
Through my f r i e n d , Monroe 
Worthington, industrial editor of 
the Wheeling (W. Va.) News Re­ 
gister, I’ve l e a r n e d of ane 
project that if it happens to be 
practicable, w o u Id do more to 
alleviate poverty in a 
number 
of states than anything now on 
Sargent Shriver’s books. T h i s 
is a project for creating a drain- 
off of Ohio R i v e r water into 
Lake Erie 
whenever 
f l o o d 
conditions th r e a te n. It could 
save m i l l i o n s of dollars in 
Pennsylvania, 
Oh i o, 
Indiana, 
Kentucky and even along t h e 
lower Mississippi every Spring 
if it could be made a reality. 
The reason why the project is 
judged feasible by some engin­ 
eers is that normally the Ohio 
River, at the mouth of the tribu­ 
tary B e a v e r River, is 110 feet 
h i g h e r than the level of Lake 
Erie. Naturally, flood conditions 
c r e ate a much higher head 
of water in the Ohio system. The 
engineers’ proposition is to cre­ 
ate five 
spillway tunnels that 
w o u l d 
harmlessly discharge 
flood water into the Great Lak­ 
es at a rate of 27,646 cubic feet 
per s e c o n d per tunnel. T h e 
total drain-off of 138,230 cubic 
feet per second for five tunnels 
would be sufficient to keep t h e 
Ohio 
River from 
overflowing 
its banks into the city of Wheel­ 
ing by a sufficiently safe marg­ 
in. 
How would the spillway tun­ 
nels be dug without involving the 
U. S. economy in astronomi­ 
cal costs? Well, the U. S. h a s 
spent a lot of money on th e 
Mangla Dam on the Indus Riv­ 
er. The builders of the Mangla 
Dam used an American device 
named the “ Mole” which drills 
through hard rock at remark­ 
able speed, the largest bore be­ 
ing thirty-six feet, eight inches 
wide. A Mole can bore more 
than 150 feet in a twenty - four - 
hour day — or ten miles per 
year per Mole. Two or three doz­ 
en Moles, set to work at various 
places between the mouth 
of 
the Beaver River in Pennsylvan­ 
ia and Lake Erie, would pro­ 
duce five 
spillway tunnels 
in 
reasonable time. The estimat­ 
ed cost would be a quarter of a 
million dollars per mile of tun­ 
nel. L i n i n g would not be nec­ 
essary in most places, for the 
leakage would not be significant 


and, anyway, w a t e r 
would 
flow through the tunnels for only 
a few days a year every fe w 
years, 
A s e c o n d way of diverting 
f l o o d water into Lake E r i e 
would be to dredge the Beaver 
River and its tributary, the Ma­ 
honing, all the way to Youngs­ 
town, so that water could flow 
e i t h e r way. This is known to 
be practicable, for the Chicago 
River was made to flow back­ 
wards from 
Lake 
Michigan, 
and two - way flows are stand­ 
ard in many a tidal river, de- 
p e n d i n g on the momentary 
height of water at the mouth. 
As I say, it is not good for a 
nation to depend on Salvation by 
Public Works. But it would be 
more in keeping with the Fed­ 
eral Constitution to use Public 
Works to keep a rampageous

Cigarette 
Tax Take 


Starts Rise 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP)— 
Ohio’s cigarette tax collections 
indicate the effect of the U. S. 
surgeon general’s report early 
this year is tapering off. 
State Treasurer John D. Her­ 
bert said that collections for 
the current fiscal year — up 
to the end of May—were within 
one-half of one per cent oif 
collections for the correspond­ 
ing period of the previous year. 
The total for the period from 
last July I to May 31 was $58,- 
548,979 compared to $58,799,471 
in the corresponding period of 
fiscal 1962-63, Herbert said. 
In the three-week period im­ 
mediately following the report 
on the relationship of cigarettes 
to health, Ohio's tax from this 
source dipped 22 per cent. 
Herbert’s report was prepar­ 
ed in connection with the im­ 
pending sale of $25 million in 
c a p i t a l improvements notes 
to be paid for by a penny of the 
state’s five - cents - a • pack cig 
arette tax.

New Job Training Plan 


Studied by Government 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
government is considering a pro­ 
posal 
which 
proponents 
say 
would give American job train­ 
ing its biggest boost since the 
GI BUI. 
The idea, proposed by the 
Federal Committee on Appren­ 
ticeship, is to treat job skills 
like 
capital 
investments 
and 
give employers tax credits for 
training new workers and up­ 
grading the abilities of present 
employes. 
“Cost to the employer is the 
greatest single bar to an ade­ 
quate apprenticeship and train­ 
ing 
program 
in 
America,” 
the committee said in making 
the recommendation to Secre­ 
tary of Labor W. WUlard Wirtz. 
High Labor Department offi­ 
cials view the recommendation 
as an important proposal in 
their efforts to combat growing 


employment policies and other 
important programs in job train­ 
ing in the past. 
The committee said employ­ 
ers should be encouraged to un­ 
dertake more job training by 
granting them a tax write-off at 
least as great as the 7 per cent 
they now get for certain capital 
expenditures designed to spur 
business investment. 
But, the committee indicated, 
an even higher tax credit would 
be justified because of the risk 
involved in training a man for 
a job and then losing him to a 
competitor. 
The committee said the gov­ 
ernment has made no large 
scale contribution to on-the-job 
training since Congress passed 
the GI BUI after World War II 
to train and educate war vet­ 
erans. 
The committee’s unanimous 
technological job displacement j recommendation

and persistently high unemploy 
ment. 
The apprenticeship committee 
—made up of one government, 
five management and five labor 
members — carries

L. C. Kersta of Bell’s ae- 
coustics and speech research 
laboratory said the studies and 
comparisons with earlier rec 
ordings of the crew voices in­ 
dicated that the voice recorded 
was that of Andress, copilot of 
the Pacific Air Lines plane as 
it approached San Francisco on 
a flight from Reno, Nev. 
Kersta said that this determ­ 
ination “ seems relatively cer 
tain,” because the voices of the 
pilot, Capt. Ernest A. Clark, 
and the copilot were quite dif­ 
ferent when studied under a 
spectrograpy. 
A revolver found in the plane 
wreckage was traced to one of 
the dead passengers who had 
taken out a large amount of 
flight insurance. 
The FBI and CAB said that 
Kersta translated the original 
tape to a digital tape for com­ 
puter processing, and applied 
electronic filtering to eliminate 
high and low frequency noise 
bands.

Expert rosarians are agreed 
that roses on their own roots 
are superior to budded roses. 
They are hardier and their char­ 
acteristics are more pronounc­ 
ed if they are own-root plant!.

fully planted out the rooted 
tattings they raised under a 
jar. 
Rose experts say that a bud­ 
ded rose is actually a parasite 
growing on the roots of another 
plant. And of course any vege­ 
tation coming from below the 
bud is wild growth from the 
roots which often are plain ald 
multiflora. 
People who know them say 
that the color of a rose an its 
own roots is just a little bit 
more vivid. The plant is a wee 
bit hardier. Breeding character­ 
istics,

nounced than on budded stock.

Weed killers are pretty potent 
poisons. 
Broad leafed killers will no* 
harm grass. Grass killers will 
not harm broad leafed foli­ 
age. Generally speaking that 
is! There are poisons that will 
kill every living plant. 
These are all useful and legit­ 
imate. What we must remem­ 
ber is that all are available to 
the general public. And the gen­ 
eral public is not trained 
in 
chemical research. 
In fact, as tragic incidents 
prove, the general public is not 
trained in reading 
directions. 
Each poison chemical package 
has explicit directions for its 
use. 
* * *

way County Extension a g e n t , 
pointed out recently that in ev­ 
ery 
case 
where 
damage 
or 
death occurred from pesticides 
and insecticides, the tragedies 
were due to m i s u s e of the 
product. The public must learn 
to read directions carefully. 
Once 
a 
spray 
material is 
misted into the air, the garden­ 
er can’t reel it in. It s in the 
air. And air currents will car­ 
ry it wherever they go. 
Remember air 
currents 
do 
not know where your property 
stops and your neighbor’s starts. 
And they do not k n o w where 
road r i g h t-of-ways stop. 
That’s why the highway di­ 
vision had so much trouble 
with landowners. The highway 
men never m e a n t to kill 
precious plant material grow­ 
ing near homes. But that is 
what happened in countless 
cases. 
Remember 
y o u r so called 
weed killer may drift over to 
your neighbor’s and kill a trea­ 
sured shrub or seedling plants 
that are new and tender. Once 
that killing spray is in the air 
you have no control over it. 
If you have close neighbors, 
just don’t use air bone sprays. 
It’s not worth the hard feel* 
ings that wiill be engendered. If 
you have a tough plant l i k e 
poison ivy — and poison ivy is 
hard to kill without doubt — 


try mixing a chemical with wa­ 
ter and dousing the poison ivy 
with a shower from the sprinkl­ 
ing can.

AND FOR Heaven's sake be 
sure the sprinkling can is thor­ 
oughly cleansed or you’ll be 
killing all the plants in the cold 
frame the next time you water 
them. 
A good neighbor is to be 
treasured. 
Don’t let a little 
weed killer disrupt the friendly 
atmosphere in your vicinity.

The cavernous 16.000-seat Cow 
Palace, built in the depression 
years under the impetus of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s New 
Deal and named by a critic of 
the New Deal, is the last place 
the Republicans picked a win­ 
ner—Eisenhower for his second 
term in 1956. 
Finally opened in 1941 as a 
livestock pavilion, the $ll-mil- 
lion, 315.200-square-foot, cream-

structure 
since

crammed in crowds at the rate 
of more than I million a year 
for: 
The swelling hymns of a Billy 
Graham crusade; the thud of 
boxing gloves; the groan of 
wrestlers; 
the

of ice 
hockey skates: and the appear­ 
ance of the late John F. Ken­ 
nedy. 
Its name dates from the de­ 
pression years. Families were 
being evicted from homes, and 
a critic scoffed that was no 
time to be building “a palace 
for cows.” The name stuck, was 
formally adopted. 
In July, the Cow Palace be­ 
comes a window for the world. 
On a desk in the fifth floor 
Suite K at the St. Francis Hotel, 
offices of the GOP arrange­ 
ments committee, is a bulging 
stack of white cards listing who 
is coming, to view and to re­ 
port.

Civil Rights 
Given Priority 
By Governors 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Civil 
rights has been assigned a pri­ 
ority spot on the agenda of the 
56th annual Governors Confer­ 
ence opening here Saturday. 
Governors of 50 states and 
American Samoa, Guam, Puer­ 
to Rico and the Virgin Islands 
have been divided into three 
troops of 17 each to tackle sep­ 
arate aspects of the problems 
in concurrent two-hour sessions 
Tuesday morning. 
An hour-long full session will 
follow with reports from chair 
men of the three meetings — 
Gov. Richard J. Hughes of New 
Jersey on education; Gov. Mat­ 
thew E. Welsh of Indiana on 
employment and Gov. John A 
Love of Colorado on public ac­ 
commodations and husing. 
Whether debate will lead to 
any civil rights resolutions by 
tile governors is uncertain. At 
last year’s meeting in Miami 
Beach, a rule was made that a 
three-fourths vote is needed to 
bring a resolution before the 
delegates. And southern gover­ 
nors balked at civil rights reso­ 
lutions. 
The executive committee of 
the conference has prepared a 
background report on the sub­ 
ject of civil rights for distribu­ 
tion to governors. The report 
makes no recommendations, but 
summarizes a survey of what 
the states are doing on civil 
rights and is of non-controver 
sial nature. 
All the governors’ conference 
sessions will be held at the 
Sheraton 
Cleveland 
Hotel 
on 
Public Square, and there ap­ 
peared a strong possibility there 
would be demonstrations by lo 
cal civil rights groups. 
The executive secretary of the 
Cleveland congress of Racial 
Equality, 
Miss 
Ruth Turner 
said that there would be no ad 
Vance announcement to alert po 
lice should a demonstration be 
held at the governor’s confer­ 
ence.

Jam es 
A. 
Rhodes of 
Ohio, arriving here Wednesday 
to complete arrangem ents as 
host, commented: 
"We have no objection to any­ 
one expressing their views on 
any subject. What any organi­ 
zation chooses to do is its own 
business.” 
There will be strong security 
measures, and special conting­ 
ents of Cleveland police will be 
augmented by state highway 
patrolmen—who will chauffeur 
visiting governors’ cars — and 
by FBI agents. 
In a news conference Wednes 
day, Rhodes refused to com­ 
ment on the California prim ary 
election result. He is the favor­
